REMARKS 

The above amendments and following remarks are responsive to the final Office Action 
mailed February 6, 2006. Upon entry of the above amendments, Claims 1, 8-9, 22, and 24 will 
have been amended, Claims 18-21, 23, and 25 will have been canceled, without prejudice or 
disclaimer, and Claims 1-17, 22, and 24 will be pending. No new matter has been introduced. 
No issues have been raised that require further consideration or search. Entry and 
reconsideration are respectfully requested. 

Response to Claim Objections 

Claims 1-24 have been objected to on the basis of various informalities. 
The Claims have been amended to obviate the Examiner's objections. 
Accordingly, the objection to the claims is now moot and should be withdrawn. 

Response to Rejections under 35 U.S.C 88 102(e) and 103(a) 

Claims 1, 7, 8, 13-15, 22, and 24 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
unpatentable over US Patent 6,517,183 to Bruch et al. (Bruch). Claims 2-4, 9-11, 16, and 17 
have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bruch in view of 
6,752,483 to Vega et al. (Vega). Claims 5, 6, and 12 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Bruch in view of US Patent 6,419,3451 to Nohata et al. 
(Nohata). Applicant traverses these rejections. 

As further set forth below, the Examiner has indicated the allowability of the subject 
matter introduced in Claims 18-21, 23, and 25 if rewritten in independent form and including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claim. In the interest of expediting the 
prosecution of the present application, Applicants have amended independent Claims 1, 8-10, 22, 
and 24 to include all of the limitations introduced in dependent Claims 18-21, 23, and 25, 
respectively. As such, independent Claims 1, 8-9, 22, and 24, as well as dependent Claims 2-7 
and 1 1-17, are distinguished over Bruch, Vega, and Nohata, either alone or in combination. 

Accordingly, the rejections under 35 U.S.C. §§ 102(e) and 103(a) should be withdrawn.
